His elementary studies 
were mafle at the schools of the neighbor- 
hood; he later continued his education at 
Oberliu college.

his freshman year at that Institution anil

fellows at that time from Institutions nil 
orer the nation, left his books and lecture 
halls to shoulder a gun and mnrch away.

Instead, 
when he had recovered, Mr. Nash came to 
Columbus and begnn to read law under tho 
tutelage of the Hon. R. B. Warden. 
He 


was admitted to the bar In April, 1S67, uud 
began his career as an attorney. 


The first public office hold by Mr. Nash 


ivns that of prosecuting attorney of Frank- 
lin oounty, to wbieh he was elected in Oc- 
tober, 1870. A re-el«otion followed in 187'J, 
when his term was completed, but toward 
the end of the second term of office, on 
Oct. 
1, 1874, he resigned. Nest came his 


nomination and election ns attorney gen- 
oral iu 1870 by the Republican party in 
Ohio. 
A second term in this position fol- 


lowed in 1SS1. It w;is two years later, in 
ISSii, that Mr. Nash ngaln resigned and 
exchanged his office for tlint of judge of 
the supreme court commission, to which 
he was appointed by Governor Foster. His 
term, as judj;« oxplred in April, 1SS5. 


Judge Nash also served ns chairman of 


the Republican stnie executive committee 
during the ypnrs 1SSO, 1SS1 and 1SS2, and 
In 1S!)7, when Itnnnn was a candidate for 
senator.

Hon. A. F. Mc- 
Cormick made a strong plea for 
leniency, as the woman had a four 
months old child in her arms and 
was also oaring for seven other onil- 
dren, and to take her away would 
doubtless cause these to become a 
county charge. Judge Milner said 
he was aware of the circumstances, 
but abe had been found guilty of a 
very grave charge, and if prosecuted 
possibly could be found guilty of a 
penitentiary offense, i. e.—living in 
adultery with her brother-in-law. 
After giving the matter due consid- 
eration he would assess a fine of $4.0 
and costs, and to stand oemtnitted 
until paid. The sheriff was instruc- 
ted to make some arrangement for 
the future payment of fine and costs 
•instead of compelling Mrs. Lundy to 
remain in jail until the money could 
be raised. Borne arrangement was 
made by the friends of Mrs. Lundy 
and she waB allowed torfeo home.
